The ICITpela of (lie i:i plosion nplard- 
ed the Work of Reacae. 
Lnat Creek, In., Jan. 35.— In the ac- 
cident of Friday the effect waa aim- 
ply terrific. The tracka were torn up 

.•in.l the piiides for the cafrcs were 
blown away. On this account they 
could not be used to ventilate t.he 
mine immediataly. AU the entry 
doora weire blown completely out, and 
no aystem of ventilation could be sr- 
ranged until thn doors were i^placed 
]<v Volunteer:-, and It was almost cer- 
tain death to go into the mine. 

.\s soon as the cagca could ba op> 
erated, voluntaan atappad forward. 
The fint man to enter tha nine was 
.Tap Trimbrell. general superintend- 
ent of the mine, lie was eagerly fol- 
lowed by many others, who took their 
tuma in go^g to the relief of the 
victims. As aoon aa the mine was 
fully explored 20 dead bodies were 
found. Coroner Foehllnger of Oska- 
Inosn was on the pround and took 
charge of the dead bodies. He caused 
them to be taken to the company's 
store about a mile distant. Here an 
improvised morgiM waa established 
und the bodies wera received wrapped 
In blanketa. The coroner did not 
di-eiii it advisable to eXpooa them to 
the view of the crowd. 

The Loat Creek mine, where the ac- 
cident occurred, is about ten miles 
south and one mile east of Oskaloooa, 
and three miles northeast of Kddy- 
ville. It is owned by the I.<ist Creek 
Coal and Mining Co., of which C. E. 
Laughlin, H. L. Spencer, Jeff Tim- 
brell, F. E. Green and O. 8. Ellis are 
the chief atockholden. The proper- 
ty haa been successfully operated a 
number of years. The sliaft where 
the accident is No. 2, nnd has been 
operated nbotit eighteen months. It 
haa been thought perfectly safe. The 
ventilation ia perfect, tna only pos- 
sible fault aver found belag tkat it 
wan a little dusty at times. 

The explosion occurred enst and 
north of the shaft, in the enst entrica, 
and almost nil in that part of the 
mine wara killed or hurt. All the mi- 
nen on the west aide eacaped injury 
and got out of the mine; in fact, 
some did nut know of the accident 
till eallad on for bdp.
